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Gay Marriage Maybe Allowed in Saskatchewan 


Early this month a Saskatchewan judge will hear 
a challenge to federal laws preventing same-sex 
couples from marrying. 


The ban on gay marriage has 
already fallen in five other 
provinces and the Yukon 
Territory, and proposed 
legislation to equalize marriage 
across the country is under 
review at the Supreme Court of 
Canada. 


The Saskatchewan case 
involves four same-sex couples 
who are seeking the right to 

marry and and one same-sex couple who want 
legal recognition of their marriage performed in 
British Columbia where gay marriage is already 
legal. 


Neither the province nor the federal government 
opposes the case. That would mean the judge 
would likely be in a position to make an 
immediate ruling. 


The federal government took the unusual step of 
asking the justices for a legal opinion on the 
proposed bill to ensure that the constitutional 
rights of both gays and churches opposed to gay 
marriage were protected. 


In Saskatchewan, the judge could rule the existing 
anti-gay legislation is unconstitutional and strike 
it down, uphold the existing law, or set the case 
aside pending a ruling from the Supreme Court.

In France, we can clearly say that gays have 
gone from the era of tolerance to the era of 
legality, which simply means equality," he 
said. 


The channel has received backing from three 
of the country's main TV channels, as well as 
the government's culture minister, who 
attended Monday night's party. 


"I hope that PinkTV becomes a broad space of 
freedom and culture, allowing all of our 
fellow citizens live their freedom and respect 
one another," the BBC reports Culture and 
Communications Minister Renaud Donnedieu 
de Vabres as saying at the party. 


Those wishing to subscribe to the channel will 
pay 9 euros a month. Backers have already 
suggested that they would need 180,000 
subscribers within two years and that they 
predict the majority of those will come from 
Paris or its suburbs.

British police are investigating two Reggae 
singers whose songs call 
for violence against gays 
following the killing of a 
man in a London park on 
the weekend. 


David Morley, 37, suffered 
serious head injuries in the 
attack. He died in hospital 
several hours later. 


Police are searching for two teens in 
connection with the murder and attacks that 
left at least four other gay men injured. 


The Metropolitan Police confirmed 
Tuesday that they are looking into the 
lyrics by Jamaican singers Sizzla and 
Elephant Man. Music by both singers is 
popular in the UK. 


Sizzla's hit tune Pump Up has the line 
“Shot battybwoy, my big gun boom 
(Shoot queers, my big gun goes boom)”.

Gay Anti-drug Campaign 


A public awareness campaign featuring posters 
of convicted methamphetamine dealers has 
drawn an angry response from gay activists. 


Last week, federal prosecutors in Manhattan 
unveiled the posters, which have the defendants' 
names, mug shots and warnings like, "Over six 
years for selling crystal meth. Was it worth it?" 
They planned to plaster them in gay neighbor- 
hoods that have been ravaged by the highly 
addictive stimulant. 


Activists responded on Tuesday by accusing 
authorities of needlessly vilifying gay men who 
were caught selling small amounts of crystal 
meth. They also argued the campaign could 
undermine efforts within the gay community to 
treat addicts and discourage potential users. 


"Gay men telling other gay men that crystal is 
dangerous is one thing," said Peter Staley of the 
Crystal Meth Working Group. "It is quite 
another thing for government, especially law 
enforcement agencies, to threaten gay men with 
what look like 'wanted' posters." 


Activist Dan Carlson also criticized prosecutors 
for not consulting with gay leaders about the 
campaign, and said he still hopes to 
convince them to drop it. 


"Rule No. 1 is that you enlist the 
community," Carlson said. 


Kelley announced the campaign following 
the sentencing of a Manhattan artist, 
William Cullum, 46, to more than seven 
years in prison. The defendant was arrested 
last year after selling 1 ounce of crystal 
meth to an undercover agent for $2,800. 


Rather than deter dealing, the posters would 
"heighten homophobia both within our 
community and outside it," said psychologist 
Bruce Kellerhouse. "Gay men need to be 
informed about drug laws and sentencing, but 
they don't need another reason to beat 
themselves up."

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alloween has come and gone and every year, I remark on the 

changes that people go through that one night. This was the first 

year in many, though, that I actually felt those changes were 
enjoyable, maybe because this was the first year I was anything more than a 
sideline spectator. Inhibitions fly away on Halloween, lost in a sea of 
substance and a rented costume. Often in the past I found myself unable to 
cope with some of the personality-alterations that come from throwing on an 
outfit and tossing back some drinks. Un-costumed and sober is no way to 
deal with the craziness Halloween can produce - it truly is a participation- 
required holiday. 


The thing about masks though is that they're not just for Halloween. 


I'm of course not talking fabric and feathers as much as facades: those 
attitudes people manufacture that let them go out without being out, that let 
them be the person they feel they have to be. Butcher. Purer. Gayer. 
Straighter. Sluttier. Younger. Older. Whatever 
they feel will get them whatever they're looking 
for: laughs, friends, fucks, love... Whatever they 
feel is the opposite of whatever they need to deny. 


So many people wear masks. Some wear them for 

protection; they can reduce exposure, let you keep things hidden, your 
emotions aren't so readily visible on your face. Some wear them to lower 
inhibitions; you can do things you wouldn't do otherwise because noone 
sees the real you. Some wear them to impress; maybe you're insecure, 
maybe you don't like something about yourself, and a mask covers that part 
up. Whatever the reasons people have, the end result is the same: reality can 
become fantasy and any semblance of being genuine is lost. 

Fantasy can be fun, sure, don't get me wrong. Letting reality slide for a

) : ‘intersex’ refers to a series of medical 
conditions in which a child's genetic sex 
(chromosomes) and phenotypic sex (genital 
appearance) do not match, or are somehow 
different from the 'standard' male or female. A 
person who is intersexed is born with 
genitalia and/or secondary sexual characteris- 
tics of indeterminate sex, or which combine 
features of both sexes. Sometimes the phrase 
"ambiguous genitalia" is used. About one in 2,000 babies are born 
visibly intersexed, while some others are detected later. The current 
medical protocol calls for the surgical 'reconstruction' of these different 
but healthy bodies to make them ‘normal, but this practice has become 
increasingly controversial as adults who went through the treatment 
report being physically, emotionally, and sexually harmed by such 
procedures. The terms hermaphrodite and pseudohermaphrodite, which 
have been used in the past, are now considered pejorative and 
inaccurate and no longer used to refer to a person who is intersexed. 


On Intersex Awareness Day, True Spirit North, a social/support group 
for trans people, is hosting an ‘in-house’ intersex education session to 
increase knowledge and understanding among its members. Although 
True Spirit North meetings are not open to everyone, through libraries 
and the internet, you can educate yourself. 


Intersex Awareness Day is not the only trans-related day of significance 
in the next few weeks. November 20, 2004 is Edmonton's second 
Transgender Day of Remembrance (TDOR). TDOR has been 
marked internationally for 6 years in now approximately 104 cities in

over nine countries. This year we will be acknowledging the known 
320+ transgender-related murders world-wide. Last year's Edmonton 
Transgender Day of Remembrance was sadly attended.

VWe need to ask ourselves what are the 
realities and resist-stances in doing this 
work? 

W By sharing our personal stories we invite an 
openness and vulnerability that encourages 
others to share their own stories of 
difference. We all live storied lives. Stories 
are the way in which we relate our 
experiences to ourselves and others. By 
sharing our stories in an open and honest 
way we can begin to open the hearts and 
minds of others. 

WThe virtues of honesty and truth are also 
embedded in the difficult work of 
challenging the status quo. This work can be 
seen as a part of "learning in the struggle" as 
we strive to dismantle the structures of 
oppression. 


Passion & Desire 

VwWe need to internalize social justice and 
compassion in order to live it out. We must 
move beyond talk and policy development 

w and into activism and action to bring about 
the change that we seek. 

WThe great Brazilian educator Paulo Freire 
states that we have two basic types of 
encounters with people. It is our choice as to 
whether those interactions will be 
humanizing or dehumanizing. Which one 
will you choose? 


Critical & Hopeful Thinking 

WCritical and hopeful thinking not only 
involves asking 'why' & 'how' but also 'why 
not,' 'what if,’ & 'what about’ questions. 

VWe need to believe that we can change the 
school system and society for the better. 
Indeed, we are here today 
because we must believe it. 

WWe can start to establish the 
foundation for this hope by 
creating the glimpses of the 
social transformation we 
seek in our schools. This 
begins by smuggling in hope 
through the cracks in the 
walls of oppression.

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Transformation of the Self 

V We choose how we live and interact in the 
world. Our choices are not pre-given or pre- 
determined. Before we ask others to change, 
we must begin with ourselves and ask if our 
own values and beliefs are inclusive. What 
makes us uncomfortable and why? 

Vv We must first start any process of transfor- 
mation by learning to love and forgive 
ourselves. We will make mistakes in this 
journey. However, these practices of failure 
can become sites of success if we interrogate 
and attempt to learn from them. 


Democratic Classrooms & Schools 

V We should conceptualize our classrooms as 
communities of learners. When one student 
feels excluded from this community 
everyone loses access to that person's 
knowledge and insights. 

V Democratic classrooms and schools strive to 
move away from a simple process of trans- 
mitting knowledge to a more complex 
understanding of transforming relationships 
to knowledge. In these schools, classrooms 
become sites for critical democracy where 
students and teachers learn to embrace, 
rather than fear diversity and its challenges. 


In conclusion, I return to the words of Paulo 
Freire and suggest that building queer friendly 
schools revolves around one simple, yet 
immensely profound statement: 


"We need to create a world in 
which it will be easier to love." 


A world in which ... 

human dignity is protected and respected, 
diversity and difference are embraced, 
everyone's individual destiny can be achieved. 


This world is our ethical obligation. This world 
is the project of hope, humanity and possibility 
that exists within our own hands. V

September. Come Fall emotions run high, 
both positive and negative. In addition to the 
usual fears and thrills queer families have both 
pride and prejudice to which to look forward. 
Imagine finding out that your child's teacher is 
ignoring verbal abuse and lowering your child's 
grades because their parents are "that way". How 
do you cope? How do you help? As difficult as it is, remind yourself 
that the teacher is essentially a giver. Their unprofessional conduct may 
stem from a number of issues, with homophobia being but one. One 
example includes the teacher who has never had a child with queer 
parents in their class and may never have realized that they knew queer 
individuals. Suddenly their beliefs and ideals are being tested. Rather 
than being reactive and getting angry this is an opportunity to educate. 
Another example is the teacher who is new to the profession and is 
responding inappropriately and unprofessionally to pressure from other 
instructors or parents. Again, a reactive approach may be counterpro- 
ductive. Yes, their behaviour is reprehensible but if you keep focused 
on what's important than it will be easier to reach your goal of amelio- 
rating the problem and ensuring a safe and exciting learning 
environment for your child/children. 


Call a meeting with the teacher. Before the 
meeting think about ways you can create an 
emotional or social connection. Learn about the 
teacher. Do they have children? Do they share 
similar interests with you? How long have they 
been teaching? Did you attend the same 
university? Find something to start small talk that 
will help you bond. If it turns out that you all 
enjoy classical music, downhill skiing, or bungee 
jumping you've just made yourself human in the 
eyes of the teacher. Spend just a few moments at 
this and you may go a long way toward relaxing 
everyone involved and moving the conversation 
forward. Remember, whatever they're doing in 
class you all have a common goal; the children.

Now, it's time to focus on the reason you're there, 
your child. Stick to the teacher's behaviour 
ensuring that you are not criticizing the teacher 
just the behaviour.

Express your concerns about the teasing and grades, or 
whatever issues there are but stick with the issues not the 
teacher. Try to complement the teacher without giving 
false praise. For example "We are concerned because Ali 
is being teased and is not receiving any support. Her

7 4 she is in a well-structured, well taught class and we were 
—? wondering what can be done to remedy the situation and 
help Ali to succeed. Our daughter is important to us and we know how 
important all of your students are to you, we can see this quite clearly." 


Things rarely change after one meeting as any parent can attest. Take it 
slowly. Consult other parents, and queer and disability organizations 
(most parents of children with special needs have tons of experience 
dealing with parallel issues) for information that may help the teacher 
to understand how to create a queer positive classroom if they appear 
receptive. Alternatively, if the principal appears amenable offer to 
speak, or have someone come in, to present on these issues. Awareness 
training can work if done well. I've done these workshops and can 
personally say that after every presentation one or two individuals will 
express an interest in learning more or helping to make change. Most 
important of all, don't give up hope and let your child/children know 
you love and are proud of them! V

Something has occurred to me recently and I need to get it off my 
chest. A statement written by someone long ago: ''Those who know do 
not talk; those who talk do not know" got me thinking that I need to 
make myself perfectly clear. I admit that I do not know everything, 
nor will I ever, therefore I will now talk. Silent and passive acceptance 
of the "Way Things Are" has not worked. So I now speak and I speak 
with anger. 


Being gay is a difficult thing for anyone to deal with, and the lack of 
honesty amongst those who profess to be "Out" is severely jaded and 
biased. I came to the conclusion, at an early age, that I was a big homo. 
Being taught that "Honesty is the only policy" I came out to my family, 
most of whom decided that it was in their best interests to label me as a 
black sheep of the family and cast me aside. I was upset by this, but 
consoled myself with knowledge that I upheld my most important tenet of 
life. I was honest. It was not an easy time for me growing up, being the 
only truly "Out" student in Grade School, and the positive role models I 
met was when I entered College. Even 
after that happened, I was still fraught 
with the unhappy concept of what it 
means to be "Conveniently Out": being 
out when it is advantageous to do so. I 
kept quiet about the entire matter and 
didn't think much of the fact until I 
thought of a person important to 
myself, who has a lot of internalized 
homophobia. The odd thought of: "If 
he won the lottery, would he be as out 
as I am?" seriously irritated and upset 
me because for that one instant I 
agreed, in having a lot of money, would 
that monetary comfort be able to 
change the way someone acted in day 
to day life? The answer to that question 
was "Yes, it would". He would not need to worry about getting fired or 
being rejected. After realizing that revelation, I immediately vomited in 
disgust. What is up with people these days?! Even in Alberta of all places, 
I have never hid who I am, never lied about what I have gone through, nor 
have I ever felt sympathy for anyone else who didn't have the inner strength 
to be able to take the simple action of saying to anyone: "I am gay, and 
that's the way it is." 


I have suffered the slings and arrows and vicious

“No other person in the 


truth. It is not because I am stereotyped, or that I am feminine, or for the 
way I dress, or carry myself, conduct a conversation, or any other reason 
that I am easily distinguished. I do not hide the fact of whom and what I 
am. No other person in the world would feel the need to hide the truth that 
they are straight, so why should I hide that I'm gay? Why live in constant 
fear of what you really are? I am proud to be who I am. I have a tattoo 
that professes this as my faith which I proudly display. I never hide the 
kind of person that Iam nor do IJ deny it. 


I am not in the business of being opinionated on subjects such as these, as 
I retired after I participated in the battle (Scared shitless, I may add) to 
legalize same-sex marriage in front of a parliamentary judicial hearing 
committee. I felt that there was no more I could do; that I had pointed the 
angle towards the government on what action needed to be taken as a 
respectful citizen of a country built on diversity. After having my epiphany, 
I now know that I can never be finished. Now I must turn the angle towards 
the people, those who are afraid to be men and women and fully accept 
themselves as people. Canadians 
pride themselves on "Cultural 
Diversity" Gay culture is just as 
valid as any other culture. Our 
society embraces all people from 
all cultures, we turn away no one. 
Too many do not celebrate the fact 
that they are different; they mourn 
the fact that they are homosexual. 
I am not in mourning, nor should 
be any of our people. 


This entire discussion can be 
relegated to a single descriptive 
term: "War." Many "Free" 
countries in this world have had 
violent civil wars in order to have 
the rights of freedom guaranteed 
to them as human beings. Some countries still deny freedom to their 
citizens so they are rising up in anger to claim what is rightfully theirs. 
Canada has a distinguishing mark of being one of the few countries in the 
world never having a civil war to form itself into a nation. This country 
was born upon the idea of "Responsible Government" wherein the country 
is accountable to its citizen's needs and rights. Yet after nearly 40 years of 
this battle, we still have so very far to go but have 
also never been closer. A small handful of European

Alberta. If I want to live here in peace I will find 
somewhere I can be accepted and be myself without 
fear of retribution or termination. That the people I 
know will accept me because I am a hard worker and I 
am a friendly person." Consequently I ended up where I am now: Pissed 
off. This entire situation is unacceptable. I am out at work. My co-workers 
know I am gay. People, who I haven't even told that I am gay, know I am 
gay. People I don't talk to know Iam gay. People that see me on the street 
know I am gay, and I know this is true because I have met people at gay 
bars who tell me "Oh! Isaw you on Jasper Avenue this afternoon and I told 
my friend you must be gay, and here you are!" Okay...This is a simple 


entirely. Canada could have the distinction of being 
number three in the world if this momentum is 
maintained. So it becomes painfully obvious in 
order to win this war we must not give up home in 
the fight. 


Being a person who believes nothing is gained by war, it is a difficult 
choice to participate. But if this is the way the battle has to be fought, then 
I will become a soldier reborn. However, after the battle here has been won 
for our full recognition as citizens, I will then turn myself to the war on 
those who pose the greatest threat to our rights: Our own community. Each 
year, more and more people are joining our community out of sheer 
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desperation in order to become part of what they truly are as humans, but 
still feel the need to conceal themselves at all times in order to protect their 
identities and ensure the security of what they already know, instead of 
living the new life they deserve. By doing so they submit to the will of the 
majority who would have us deny ourselves the liberties rightfully 
guaranteed as humans. So, the few who campaign, picket, fundraise, and 
work become the resistance force to a complacent community; the few 
who enslave themselves to the greater purpose of ensuring freedom, 
people who act in the best interests of us all, toiling tirelessly to bring forth 
a future for the families to be born from our maidens and bachelors, life- 
partners and common law spouses, married couples and both parents new 
or existing, and all those who support and align with our purpose. To 
ensure a future free of fear, hatred, and mis-understanding but instead 
filled with love, kindness, acceptance, and hope. I am proud to consider 
myself a member of the resistance in the war and have the highest respect 
for those who came before and those who will follow us. 


A wise man once said "If you want a year of prosperity, grow corn. If you 
want ten years of prosperity, plant trees. If you want one hundred years of 
prosperity, educate people." I will devote myself to this task. I will educate 
everyone, each according to their capacity, and will teach them that they 
should not despair about who they are but instead embrace themselves fully 
and without hesitation. I will prove that acceptance brings its own safety 
and respect. I will profess clearly that if this is the manner in which I must 
fight in the war and win the battle, it is important for us all to rise up and 
stand proud. The time is now to achieve peace; our peace. I will become 
a shining light and embrace this world and its people. Small steps have 
been taken everywhere by people like us in every town, city, metropolis, 
and in every country on this planet. I will continue to do my part to help 
until true equality and peace is achieved and our war ends. When the war 
is over in Canada, I will go to where the battle takes me next and become 
a light of hope for our people in other nations. We will win. I challenge 
you to win the war inside yourself as well; the war between the heart and 
the mind. True peace must be found within before it can be actualized. V 
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Let Me Help 
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Through the QUEER View Mirror by chris Samuel 


Okay. This month I want to ask a question. It's not one for 
which I have an answer, so rest assured I'm not writing 
rhetorically. Aaron Webster, Matthew Sheppard, 
Brandon Teena, Danny Overstreet, Tyra Hunter. 
Each of these people were brutally murdered because 
of the sexual orientation or their gender identity. 
There's an even longer list of people who get called 
faggot or dyke on the street, who are bashed but are 
afraid to report it, or are harassed and humiliated by 
the very police who are supposed to protect them. Queer 
bashing. It hasn't gone away. 


In June, Statistics Canada undertook a pilot survey on hate 
crimes (check out: 
www.statcan.ca/Daily/English/040601/d040601a.htm). They 
found that 1 in 10 hate crimes were motivated by sexual 
orientation, and that such crimes were more likely to be violent than 
attacks based on religion or ethnicity. 


As a community, gays and lesbians have depended on courts and 
changes to legislation to promote our ‘freedom’. 


At risk of beating a dead horse (sorry for the grizzly pun), I want to 
point out that when confronted by bashers, the defensive tactic that is 
least likely to save your hide is to produce a marriage certificate, or a 
newspaper article indicating that yet another provincial Supreme Court 
has recognized the validity of same sex unions. 


I believe in hate-crimes legislation, but I don't have any illusions about 
its use as a preventative tool. The difference between 
regular assault and hate-motivated assault - once they've 
happened - is that the latter receives a stiffer penalty. I 
don't have a problem with that... I just didn't find it 
reassuring a couple weeks ago when ‘faggots’ was being 
yelled at my partner and I from across the street. 


November will mark third anniversary of the brutal 
murder of Aaron Webster in Stanley Park. His murder 
has always troubled me in a way that others haven't. I've 
been to Stanley Park at night. I've done what he was 
doing, and I know how many other men were likely to 
have been there that night. Witnesses reported a 
commotion, yet no one reported stepping in. Where was 
Aaron's community? 


I don't blame the other gay men in the park that night for 
Aaron's death; I blame the killers. But I've had too many 
conversations with men who have told me that if there 
were bashers in Victoria park or on 'the hill’, they would 
probably hide until everything was over. Who knows, 
maybe I would be scared enough to do the same. 
Arguably, the most insidious form of violence is a 
remnant of the closet from which we come: stay quiet, 
don't make eye contact. If no one notices you, then you 
might stay safe. 


As queers, we are taught to be victims. We are taught 
that straight society, god, schools, the police, our 
families are all hostile to our sexuality. Indeed, our
